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CHICAGO—When the assessor 
ojes out to your farm this spring. 
W him for a copy of the 1952 


>roperty tax returns and keep it 
or.future reference. 
This bit of advice went to Illinois 
armers today from Bert Vander-' 
rltet, tax economist with the Illi- 
lois Agricultural Association. 
Farmers are urged to ask assess- 


ng officials for a copy of the new 
schedule. "If you keep this copy 
vith the figures you and your 
tssessor work out, you'll have 
nifiething to check against later 
when these assessments are pub- 
lished in the newspapers," Van- 
lervliet said. 


Increase Would Show 


"Any increase in the published 


assessment would show that your 
own return had been'changed by 
the local .assessor or the county 
treasurer," the IAA tax economist 
reports.

The state revenue department has 


prescribed a new property tax 
schedule that is being used for the 
first time this year. Although some 
township assessors have been in- 
structed to give duplicate copies 
of 1952 personal property tax re- 
turns to all taxpayers as a matter 
of routine, it appears that in some 
counties duplicate copies are avail- 
able only upon request, the tax 
economist pointed out. 


Two CoIuimiK 


The revised 1952 personal prop- 


erty tax schedule provides one col- 
umn for the property owner to in- 
sert values for itemized types of 
property. The second column pro- 
vides space for the local assessor 
to adjust the owner's valuations 
which appear in the first column. 


The IAA recommends that the 


owner's valuations which appear 
In the first column should never 
represent more than approxi- 
mately 60 per cent of "full fair 
cash value" and may be much 
lower depending upon the last 
known multiplier and the basis or 
assessment in 
the 
particular 


county. 
This 60 per cent figure is based 


on an estimate by the IAA depart- 


ment that the average 1951 equal- 
ized assessed value of real estate 
for all downstate counties repre- 
sents approximately 60 per cent of 
current market value. 


Katlo Not Applicable 


According: to Vandervliet, the 60 


per cent ratio should by no means 
be applied to the following types 
of personal property:

tailings, personal effects, taxable 
stocks and bonds, cash and bank 
deposits.

a development. 


These farm leadersf also con- 


tcnd^that recent action of the O.r- 
IWe' of Price Stablization (OPS) 
setting new ceilings for public eat- 
ing places may have the effect 
of ruling pork off menus. 


The OPS order fixed menu prices 


prevailing the week of Feb. 3-6 as 
the 
highest 
restaurants 
may 


charge. At that time, and for sev- 
eral weeks since then, hog prices 
have been low from the standpoint 
of production costs. They have 
bgen about 80 percent of parity 
Kcause of a heavy marketing 
volume. 


Parity, a standard for measuring 


farm prices, is declared by law 
to be equally fair to farmers and 
those who buy their products. 


But hog prices—and pork too- 


usually advance during early sum- 
mer and remain at higher levels 
until late fall. This price change 
reflects the fact that hog sales 
Dually decline during the summer.

NEW YORK—(AP)—Bugs may 


be in for a rougher time this year. 


Some mosquitoes and flies may 


be getting too smart for DDT,- but 
newer killers they aren't yet im- 
mune.to are being used with ready, 
aim. 


As for the great many army of 


other bugs and pests, their battle 
with will be tough. Insects cost at 
least four billion dollars a year in 
crop and other damage. But man 
steadily raises his sights in fight- 
ing them. 


The rapidly growing insecticide 


Industry expects to hit a 200 mil- 
lion dollar pace this year, three 
times the volume of its sales just 
10 years ago.' 


New Insecticide* 


New insecticides keep coming on 


the market. Many find a ready 
sale in various industries, as well 
as among farmers and livestock 
and fruit growem, because insects 
and carmints do millions of dol- 
lars of damage in storage places 
and processing plants.' 


Another bad break for bugs this 


year is that makers of'pest-killers 
won't be plagued by as many short- 
ages as last year, when the de- 
fense program took large quanti- 
ties of basic materials.

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Court Verdict on President's 
Powers of Epic Importance 


The legal actions under way as a result of President Tru- 


man's seizure of the steel industry promise to be as complex 
as were the circumstances which brought about his action. 


The president said he took over in the public interest to 


prevent a threatened strike and keep production moving. 


As the basis for his extraordinary action, the president 


cited "the authority vested in me by the constitution and 
laws" .and his position as president and commander-in-chief 
of the armed forces. 


The crux of the storm of controversy which resulted 


from Truman's move is whether or not the constitution 
really gives him the power he believes it does in this case. 


*

Steel companies say it does not, and have taken their 


case to the courts. Many others agree. At least two offi- 
cials of the justice department believe such powers, inherent 
in the constitution but not specifically stated in regard to 
strikes, could be used only if the country was really falling 
apart. That is, if we were threatened by invasion or perhaps 
by violent internal strife of some sort. 


But as for settling a steel strike, they say, the president 
has overshot himself. 


The president says he didn't use. the Taft-Harley pro- 


cedure because it couldn't have prevented a steel shutdown 
of at least a week or two- Critics of the president's action 
say, all right, but why didn't he get the Taft-Hartley ma- 
chmery rolling sooner, thereby probably averting the period 
of shutdown.

Th« word ia that any congressman caa introduce an amendment to 
cut almost any appropriation, and get it passed. But the total record 
o data indicates a saving of only nine to ten per cent on budget esti- 
mates.

Five money bills have now passed the House. Budget estimates 


otaled $13.114 billion. House appropriations committee cut to $12.003 
Illlon, for a saving of $i.m billion. On the floor there were further 
uts of only $32 million, for a total saving of $1.143 billion. 


Savings were $7« million on Treasury-Post Office bill, $724 million 


on Independent offices, $300 million on Labor Department-Federal Se- 
curity. Administration, $139 million on Interior Department and nearly 
$3 million on District of Columbia. 


House appropriations committee has completed action on four oth- 


er money bills, recommending cuts of $439 million more. Full House 
will «oon begin voting on these measures. But the total indicated 
savings of $1.5 Million on all nine money bills is only-10 per cent of 
the $15 billion budget estimates requested by, President Truman. 


If similar cuts were applied across the board on the $85 billion 


budget, it would be reduced to $76.5 billion for a saving of $8.5 billion. 


This is still $5 billion above estimated tax "receipts of $71 billion 


for next year. House. Appropriations Committee had recommended 
•that the whopping big $51 billion military budget be cut by only $4 
billion, or only eight per cent. But these cuts aren't final.

has not yet acted on any appropriation bill.

T«e wide 
cuffs and wide belt were of white 
morie antique ribbon; likewise his 
fitted skull cap. He wore a very 
heavy handsome gold cha.-n and 
large cross set with Jewels. Catho- 
lics and those of other faiths were 
there. Many had rosaries. One 
woman I observed had 12. All were 
blessed by Pope Pius. 


Meet Swiss Guards 


Upon entering the Vatican you 


first meet the historic Swissguards. 
They are dressed in colorful cos- 
tumes designed by Michael Angelo.

the room where you are received 
by the Pope. In this .great room of 
beautiful Gobelin tapestries and 
rich brocaded satin walls there are 
several guards or assistants.

Important Job 


As chairman of the senate's fore 


ign relations committee he is one 
of the most important men in the 
country. It's through his commit 
tee that most of this country's 
foreign program must pass. 


He's been in congress 35 years 


and now he's 74, still active, still 
bright, and still wishing he could 
keep his job. But he was to come 
up for reelection in Texas this 
year and a younger man wants 
his seat. Texas' attorney general, 
41-year old Price Daniel, has been 
campaigning for months. 


Yesterday the senator called a 


news conference. He was sad, and 
he couldn't disguise it behind an 
occasional shaft of wit. He would 
not run for reelection, he said.

The job of senator, he said, had

BERLIN -(AP)- • "After all," 


said the diplomat, pushing his 
chair away from his desk, "here is 
what the cold war is all about." 


He picked up a ruler and pointed 


it at the map of Germany-in the 
heart of Europe.

"If and when the Russians are 


ready for war, we will know it here 
first," he went on. "But it will not 
be in 1952. The Russians aren't 
ready. And Stalin can wait. 


A Year's Notice 


"We will know a year in ad- 


vance. Right now we know that 
their communications and trans- 
port are in no shape to start a war. 
We know they lack faith in their

satellite armies and populations. 
We know they would need large 
numbers of troops to hold what 
they have now. We know they lack 
the technical and economic re- 
sources on a scale permitting war. 
We know they are intent on main- 
taining the status quo in the West 
while they go about their business 
in the East." 


Many Western diplomats agree 


with this assessment. 
• The consensus here, at the edge 
of the smoldering volcano, appears 
to be that the Soviet Union is in- 
tent now'upon holding whatever it 
can in the West, protecting its 
western flank, while consolidating 
and pushing forward in the Orient. 


Red Aims 


Thus, goes the reasoning, the en- 


tire program in Europe today ap- 
pears to be aimed at paralyzing the 
Western Europeans' will to resist— 
to render Western Europe impotent 
and neutral. It seems as if Mos- 
cow were convinced that with Eur- 
ope neutralized, the continent must 
inevitably come under the Krem- 
lin's domination. 


If war comes, the Communists 


are ready with their own under- 
ground armies, their hard tore fa- 
natics, their fifth columns ready to 
spring into action at the moment 
the Kremlin gives the signal. 


But meanwhile, the Communists 


bend every effort 
toward what 


they call "national resistance" to 
the United States, to bog down 
Western European defense efforts. 
They appeal to the self-interest of 
Western European businessmen t" 
turn their backs on the U. S. They 
tell the worker he is being "super- 
exploited" by the Americans. 


Prime Target 


In the drive to neutralize West- 


ern Europe, the prime target is 
Germany. 
They are 
competent 


observers in western Europe who 
speculate that Stalin would even 
be prepared to dump the whole 
East German Communist party if 
he could achieve the goal of a 
German vacuum in the heart of 
Europe, dominated by the might 
of Soviet arms on the East and 
leading the West down the road to 
enforced 
neutrality. 
Economic 


domination by Moscow would not 
be to distant a goal. 


Stalin now says the time is ripe 


for talks on unification of Ger- 
many. Hs has let it be known he 


to defend itself. This wan a shock 
to the Communists, long playing 
on the fear of a rearmed 
Ger- 


many, but it was a strong dose of 
medicine for West 
Germany, 


which wants nothing more 
than 


unification without occupation. 


Poles Expendable 


Stalin might go even further in 


his desperate bid to keep, a flour- 
ishing Western Germany out of 
the Atlantic defense community. 
He might even consent to some 
sort of revision of the Germany- 
Polish border. 


The Poles are expendable. 
Poland already is being milked 


for the benefit of East Germany. 
Its produce pours into East Ger- 
many to build up that occupied 
area's industry. That in itself is 
a bitter pill for the Poles to swal- 
low. 
But they have swallowed it. 


Under complete Soviet domina- 
tion, they would swallow much 
more. 


The Communist party is weak, 


relatively, in Western Germany. 
Stalin has much fo gain in by- 
passing it in an effort to create 
a German island in Central Eu- 
rope, wrenched from the Western 
community and dominated by the 
Eastern armies. 


Need Discipline 


If that time should come, Stalin 


would need all his party discipline 
to keep western communists in 
line. His "unity in action" cam- 
paign would have to be stepped 
up considerably. 
Whatever Mos- 


cow did would have to be pictured 
simply as a means of averting 
war. The Communist press in the 
West already is playing heavily on 
the theme of getting together to 
"prevent war and get rid of Amer- 
ican domination."

Stalin unquestionably dreams of 
wresting from the Americans and 
British the domination of the great 
Ruhr valley with its mighty mili- 
tary potential. The Ruhr, coupled 
with the potential of Silesia and 
dominated by the Red army, could 
mean the complete economic and 
military domination of Europe. 


In May the three Western pow- 


ers meet with Western Germany 
to sign a peace 
contract. 
This 


would finalize the split of Ger- 
many into two parts. It would 
presage a Western Germany, able 
to flourish economically, fitted in- 
to the western defense scheme. 


That is the last thing Moscow 
wants.
